“THE WESTERN N.C. RAILROAD. 


The Recent Visit of the New Board 
of Commissicners to the **Big 
Tunnel’? — What is 
Proposed to be 
Done. 


(FROM OUR SrECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


Messrs. HKditors:—Knowing the 
deep interest you feel in the public 
Works of our good old State at all 
times, and of the mevements towards 
the completion of the Western N. C. 
Railroad at present, I take pleasure 
in saying the Commissioners seem 
lisposed to regain the time which the 
Governor so needlessly wasted in 
their appointment. When it was 
known that Col, Fremont, in bis own 
special train, was with the Commis- 
sioners in Salisbury on the 20th, and 
would accompan 
whole line of the road, Madame 
Rumor suggested that the whole 
thing was to be turned over to him, 
and there wgs much rejoicing in the 
hope of a speedy completion of the 
line under the direction of his ac- 
knowledged ability and successful 
experience in Railroad matters. The 
party passed up ihe road on Tuesday 
and spent the night at Old Fort, 
Strengthening the inner man at the 
well tuble of the Blue Ridge 
Hotel, and leaving the Iron Horse at 
the eud of his track, three of the 
Commissioners (Cannady, Rollins 
and Tate), Col. Fremont, Gapt. T. 
Allen, a Brink and your corres- 
pondent formed a foot procession 
ulong the partially graded line up to 
the mouth of the “Big Tunnel,” near 
the top of the Blue Ridge. The first 
three miles from Old Fort to Malone’s 
Store requires but little repairs, two 
or three short bridges, and with the 
ties will be ready for the iron, when 
the track will be laid to this point to 
avoia wagoning supplies, tools, &ce., 
over this the stee; est part of the way 
up the Ridge. 

From Malone’s Store to the 
‘Round Knob,” distauce of 
about four miles, (by some of 
the walkers estimated at ten) 
a vast amount, and perhaps 
much the greater part of the 
grading was complete. A little re~ 
pairs, and digging through the un- 
fiuished places will make this much 
more of the track ready for laying. 
At **Round Knob” the first stockade 
is to be built, forin this vicinity a 
vast amiont of work remains to be 
done. Around this most beautiful 
spot where stand the houses occupied 
by former officers and contractors, 
the road makes a compleie circle 
which being so repeated a4 to form a 
very crooked letter S or almost the 
figure S,puts about four miles of heavy 
grading, considerable stone work, 
bridging within a half or three- 
fourths of a mile of head quarters. Cn 
this part of the line lie scattered the 
‘dumps,’ other grading implements 
which mark the place and the unfor- 
tunateWay when this great work was 
discontinued. Here among these 
decaying implements and the 
wnidstof unfinished work the mind 
involuntarily goes back to the time 
they were left and the causes thereof. 
Thousands will be required to replace 
and repair tools and machinery as it 
was then, before any work can be 
done on the road. But with the per- 
severence and economy which we 
may hope from the present manage- 
ment let uslook forward and endeav- 
or to forget the past. Here we found 
Major Hicks and Allen of the Peni- 
tentiary department locating the 
stockade, who joined our procession 
on the remainder of our route. From 
‘Round Knob” to the mouth of the 
“Big Tunnel’ was variously  esti- 
mated by different members of the 
party frotn five totwenty miles. Col. 
Tate. who knew most about it, and 
who now appeared the best walker, 
utting on the lowest figures. But 
little has been done on this part of 
the linc as compared with that over 
which we had passed, though enough 
to show the line graded into both 
sides of many of the hilis anda tunnel 
or two more than half through. The 
mountainous region through which 
this ungraded line led these unac- 
customed walkers no doubt trebled 
itsiengthin our minds. The long 
legs of Canady were valuable on the 
graded line, but fell behind theshort- 
er proportions of Brink and Tate 
when every fellow tad to do his own 
climbing. Col. Fremont frankly 
confessed itan unexpectedly tiresome 
trip, while several others very cour: 
teously kept him company some dis~ 
tance in the rear. Between two or 
three o’clock P. M. the long sought 
and many times wished for mouth of 
the “Big,/funnel,’’ where our wagons 
with the provision and the rema‘n- 
der of the party had gone to await 
our arrival, was reached, when it was 
resolved by several not to leave the 
wagon again for that day at least. 

Not feeling perfectly certain on the 
score of snake-bites, it was thought 
advisable to take medicine before par- 
taking of the bountiful aud most in- 
viting lunch thoughtfully provided 
by our Wilmington frieuds, After 
eating and resting, the mouth of the 
“Big Tunnel’ was peeped into, and 
then we proceeded to the top of the 
Ridge, where Col. Salisbury bas an 
engine and a shaft sunk from the top 
of the Ridge down to the grade o: the 
road in the middle of the “Big Tun- 
nel” for taking eut rock, dirt, &e. 
These are ina state of decay, but may 
be repaired and worked again. Here 
we separated, mostof the party going 
on to Asheville; Col. Tate, Hicks, 
Allen and your correspondent takin 
a foot passage down the stage road, 
six miles to Old Fort, reaching there 
about dark, fully prepared for the 
substantials and delicacies which 
ever await the weary and hungry 
traveler at the Blue Rigde House,
